— Quiet organization of the Ku 
Iv lux Klan is going on steadily 
throughout 
Indiana, 
reports 
from over the state indicated 
today. 


Governor 
McCray’s 
strong 
stand 
against 
the Klan has 
been followed by general un- 
oliicial 
opposition to the or­ 
ganization, hut only in one in­ 
stance 
have 
attem pts 
been 
made to prevent a meeting. 
At Evansville, city authori­ 
ties 
refused to allow a Klan 
meeting 
until 
enjoined bv a 
court 
order from interfering. 
At Jeffersonville, 
organizers 
who hail not been permitted to 
speak in Louisville, Ivy., held 
a meeting without opposition. 
The 
Indiana 
press 
seems 
generally to be strongly align­ 
ed against the Klan. 


It 
became 
known today that a 
“ feeler” 
had been sent to at least 
one local citizen in regard to joining 
the Ku Klux Klan, which has been 
incorporated iii Indiana, and which 
is making an intensive effort to ex­ 
tend if*- organization all over 
the 
country. 
The Rushville man who received a 
communication 
regarding 
member­ 
ship in the secret society, docs not 
care to have his name mentioned in 
this connection, as he is not believed 
to have any intentions of affiliating 
hut to satisfy Ids curiosity, he lilied 
out the questionnaire which was in­ 
closed with the letter and sent it to 
an Indianapolis address. 
The questionnaire required that he 
give ■ his parentage, his birthplace, 
his religion and his political faith. 
The questions were answered and 
returned six days ago, and no reply 
has ever been received, which leads 
him to believe that he docs not m eas­ 
ure. u|) to the requirements for mem - 
bensil i p. 
The letter stated that the member­ 
ship fee was ten dollars and enclosed 
with it and the questionnaire was 
a phamplet explaining the p u r p o s e s 
of the 
order. 
The phamplet was 
tinned over to Mayor R. F. Kcudder.

jected ‘to Edwin Johnston, attorney 
for Mr. Locke, wherein he charged 
the attorney with being rough 
and 
brutal with tile witness while asking 
her questions. 
Judge Ketchum soon 
quieted tin* attorneys. 
Laura E. Edwards, witness 
for 
tin* plaintiff, who is tile woman nam ­ 
ed in tile complaint as having had il­ 
licit 
relations with the defendant, 
failed to appear in court, and Judge 
Ketchum issued a citation to the 
sheriff of Fayette county, to bring 
her here to tile trial. 
The sheriff notified tin' court that 
the witness was in Indianapolis to­ 
day, and she could not la1 loeated. 
Mrs. Edw ards is the divorced wife 
of Clyde Edwards who testified yes­ 
terday, and who told the court that 
he 
had seen Ins wife in company 
with the defendant. 
Edwards also 
related yesterday about a settlement 
that 
had 
been 
affected between 
Locke and himself over tile aliena­ 
tion of tin* affections of his wife. 
Mrs. Locke on the cross examin- 
v ation 
this morning told the court 
that the first trouble they had was 
in January, 11)20 when lier husband 
accused her of telling a story about 
him to a neighbor.

Mrs. Locke stated that on another 
occasion he came into the room and 
during an argument threw a revol­ 
ver at lier, but it struck a table. She 
related several instances of alleged 
cruel treatment, among them being 
trips to neighboring cities which her 
husband made without her company, 
and also a trip to California. 
Mrs. Locke stated that during Ins 
absence 
this spring to California, 
Mr. Edwards told her of the rela­ 
tions Locke and his divorced wife 
had been having, and this led up to

Declares Further Violations Will Re­ 
sult in Prosecutions—Tends to 
Scatter Disease 


Dr. J. L. Carver of Richmond, Iud. 
U. S. government veterinarian, spent 
several days this week iii Rush coun ­ 
ty and vicinity making investigations 
of outbreaks 
of 
hog 
c holera and 
tracing up shipments of sick hogs 
which were shipped from here to 
Indianapolis. 
Dr. Craver states that the health­ 
ier animals out of a sick herd may 
be shipped for slaughter hut under 
no circumstances can sick hogs t♦<* 
moved over the public highway 
or 
shipped to any point. This is a di­ 
r e c t violation of the state* law and 
punishable by a fine of from $25 to 
$100 for the first offense. 
This must cease at once or prose­ 
cution will follow, lie stated. 
Tin- 
unlawful movement of sick hogs only 
tends to scatter tin* disease from one 
farm to another, the government re­ 
presentative pointed out. 
“Another reason why sick animals 
should not he sent to market is t Ii is,'" 
lie continue I. “We are led to believe 
that itll sick animals are condemned 
hut such is no* tin case. 
They are 
not sold to the largo packing house 
where 
a rigid federal msjjecHon is 
maintained and all cholera a n i m a l > 
either sterilized 
or rendered 
into 
g r e a s e and fertilizer; but, arc sold 
to 
sausage 
factories 
and 
sm all 
butchers at from two to four cents a 
pound where there is no inspection 
or restriction on diseased animals 
whatever. 
These products may tie 
within the state 
un 
sold anywhere 
restricted. 
“ You can readily see why ii i 
crime lo send a sick animal to m ar­ 
ket for there are always unscrupu­ 
lous dealers ready to take advantgt 
of meat food p r o d u c t s w h ic h are not 
fit for human consumption. 


“On account of the fluctuating of 
the live stock market, many feeders 
have failed to have had their hogs 
illumined to hog 
cholera: 
conse­ 
quently there are thousands of s u s ­ 
ceptible hogs in the county. 
During 
the present outbreaks a feeder, 
at 
the first sign of disease in his hogs 
should get a proper d i a g n o s e from 
a competent veterinarian and i! they 
are found to be infected with chol 
era, have them treated immediately.”

Washington, 
Sept. 28.— Republi­ 
can leaders today decided to abandon 
efforts to secure Senate approval of 
the German treaty until they can 
perfect a ratification drive. 
Meanwhile fate of the German as 
well a s the Austrian and Hungarian 
pacts apparently rested in the hands 
of 36 democratic senators. 
Thirty of the Democrats could kill 
the pacts. 
Ratification requires a 
two-thirds majority — sixty-four of 
the 
ninety-six 
senators, if all are 
voting. 
Three republicans, 
Borah, 
La Follette and Norris, are certain to 
oppose the 
treaties 
and 33 
votes 
would block approval. 
Despite 
the 
advice 
of leaders 
against making the treaties a party 
issue, Democratic opposition is ra p ­ 
idly 
growing. 
The names of three 
more Democratic “defeatists” 
were 
today added to the daily lengthening 
list— McKellar, Tennessee; 
Harris, 
Georgia and Heflin, Alabama. 
Seven other 
Democrats have a l­ 
ready announced their intention 
to 
vote against the pacts. 
The second Democratic conference 
on the treaties tomorrow is expected 
to clear the treaty atmosphere.

10 the fact that bankers, economists, 
m anufacturers and wholesalers are 
uniting in placing upon retailers the 
onus fo r continued economic insta­ 
bility. 
The white haired merchant 
who 
is now in his eighty fourth year, a l­ 
lowed the shadow of 
a. 
smile 
t<> 
cross his firm and virile 
features. 
Then, emphasizing each phrase wit ii 
ail emphatic sh a le of his forefinger, 
he declared. 
“ So f a r as my knowledge and ex­ 
p e l l e e goes, all reductions bv the 
makers of goods are gladly 
passed 
011 by the retailer. Why, that is one 
o f the principles of good 
business 
— low prices 
make 
fo r 
increased 
sales.” 
W anam aker said that he did not 
contemplate any revolutionary hor­ 
izontal cut in prices, such 
as

startled the merchant ile world with 
last summer, pointing out that con* 
dilions would not permit

(B y U nited P ress) 
Washington, Sept. 28— Practically 
every 
rock and coral reef in the 
Pacific 
Ocean 
is 
involved in the 
forthcoming W ashington conference 
on limitation of armaments and Far 
Eastern affairs. 
The m uch-discusf- 
ed Pacific question is not so much 
a question of the ocean itself as the 
innumerable large and small islands 
dotting it. It may easily lie a ques­ 
tion of life or death for the inter­ 
ested 
powers. 
It was not until a generation ago 
that the great powers perceived the 
immense value o f the Pacific Islands, 
the National Geographic Society de­ 
clared in a comprehensive review of 
the Pacific angle o f tile conference 
made public today. 
“ If modern (leets had to be o p er­ 
ated 0,000 miles from home without 
fuel bases, or if cables had to span 
such distances under water without 
relay stations, offensive naval w ar­ 
fare and telegraphic communications 
over wires would be practically im­ 
possible,” the survey 
stated. 
“The 
great powers o f the world woke up 
to this fa c t in earnest abput a gen­ 
eration, ago and began taking over 
island bases and stations in the P a c­ 
ific that had previously seemed 
of 
little more significance than stages 
for 
exotic 
dances 
and 
cannibal 
feasts. Before this, islands and the 
lands bordering the world’s greatest 
ocean had been acquired chiefly with 
the idea o f exploiting their products, 
and only the larger areas were con­ 
sidered important. With the realiza­ 
tion of the valuable parts that naval 
bases and relay stations might play 
in the future, there developed a keen 
interest in even the tiniest rocks and 
coral rings.

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“As landlords, of the domains that 


bound the vast bowl of the Pacific 


now sit three great vitally interested 


powers— the United 
States, 
Great 


Britain and Japan, Iii addition there 


are four nations hardly l e « interest­ 


ed— China, 
Russia, 
Holland 
and 
France. 
Among 
those 
countries 
wrhose interests are by no means neg­ 
ligible are M exico,4 Chile 
and 
the 
other

coast ,Latin-Ameriean 
states. 
Spain

ing each has accentuated the pro­ 
blems of the United States. 


“What may he called the ‘stake-;’. 
of the various countries w hose lands 
hem in the Pacific vary greatly on a 
basis of their coast lines. The Unit­ 
ed States leads in miles o f frontage 
on the Pacific with more than 4,000 
miles, counting both the sweep 
of 
the Aleutian Islands mid the pai’t of 
Alaska above them. The Philippines 
add a direct frontage .of about 1,- 
000 miles more on Hie other side of 
the great ocean. 


“Asiatic Russia is second with ap­ 
proximately 3,500 miles from Bering 
Strait to Chosen (K orea), counting 
the coast line o f the sea o f Okhotsk, 
comparable in size to our own Gulf 
of Mexico. 


“Across the southwestern corner 
o f the 
Pacific, 
British 
territory 
stretches from Dutch New* Guinea to 
New’ Zealand, 
a distance of about 
3,500 miles, but with a break o f over 
1.000 
miles between Australia and 
Newr Zealand. 
In a way, however, 
Australia may fairly be considered 
entirely a Pacific land, giving (treat 
Britain by fa r the greatest 
coast 
line. The continent has for protec­ 
tion a coast line of approximately 
8.000 miles, easily reached by fleets 
from

Pacific, and it matters 
little, from a naval point of view 
that half the water that bathes this 
long shore line is called the Indian 
Ocean. Canada adds approximately

All of the French 
and most o f the British holdings are 
situated south o f the equator, leav­ 
ing the United States and 
Japan ii. 
close competition above that 
line. 
Guam is practically surrounded by

membership. 
Probably a dozen 
persons 
have 
been questioned as to their

on the proposition. So long as no 
organization is knoAvn to be in ex­ 
istence here, these persons do 
not 
care to have their names used, but 
the concensus of opinion seems to 
be that Rushville will be the better 
for it if no attempt is made to or­ 
ganize a chapter of the society. A

S e l e c t i o n of potato seed at digging 
lime in the fall is one of the hem 
ways to increase the yield next year, 
according to F. C. Gaylord, of 
the 
agricultural extension staff of Pur­ 
due University. 
This is the method 
the university has found hest ny ex ­ 
perimental work and thousands 
of 
growers are using it to good advan­ 
tage throughout indiana. 
“Hills of potatoes which yield 
a 
large number of medium tubers with 
few or no small ones produce 
tile 
best seed,” said Mr. Gaylord. “Se­ 
lection of large ones from the bin 
will not result in the production of 
large potates next season as many 
of t h e s e large kind were grown 
in 
hills that produced probably only one 
large and several small* potatoes.” 
This method is being used success­ 
fully by XV. IV. Staufer of near Ak­ 
ron who grew 205 bushels 
to the 
acre last year; by J. B. Shively of 
South Bend, who obtained 35 bush­ 
els more per ac re from hill selected 
seed, by Jacob Houth, of New Al­ 
bany, who increased his yield a third 
and many ’other growers. 
Crop reports for 
Indiana 
this 
month indicate only slightly more 
than half of what was 
grown 
in 
1920, due largely to the extremely 
hot weather in June and early July. 
The crop also is short throughout 
the country. Present indications are 
that Iiigli prices will he charged for 
good seed next spring, and growers 
who have good fields ore urged to 
select their seed this fall.

The proof is contained in experi­ 
ments which Dr. Baker carried on 
with two rabbits. Rabbits are affect­ 
ed iii much the same way as humans 
would be under certain conditions, 
the doctor said, and that is why they 
are used extensively in medical and 
scientitil* experiments. 
The two rabbits with which 
Dr. 
Baker experimented were the same 
weight 
and 
from the same litter 
when he started, lie said. They were 
living then under normal conditions. 
Now, after a few months living by 
daylight-saving time, one of the rab­ 
bits is ten ounces lighter 
and 
is 
nervous and twitchy, while the othr 
er, kept under regular conditions, is 
perfectly normal in every way.

awake for one

every 
night and awakened an hour earlier 
recklessly.! *n ^ie lno,*n'ng. simplating, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Baker, the results of day­ 
light-saving on tile human race. 
“\\ hat is true of rabbits is true 
of human beings, particularly of the 
young,” said Dr. Baker, “there is 
a definite rythm or cycle of the day. 
It is a well-known fact that man 
reaches 
his lowest ebb of energy 
between 2 and 4 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. Under daylight-saving he do-; 
not recover as thoroughly from Ins 
low ebb. Often it is noon before he 
reaches anything like efficiency.”

Paris, Sept. 28— The Washington 
conference is the beginning of a new 
phase in 
diplomatic 
history 
and 
marks the permanent shifting of the 
center of 
the 
world’s 
diplomatic 
equilibrium from 
the Balkans and 
Mediterranean to the Pacific. This 
is the general opinion 
of 
French 
statesmen and publicists. 
For 
the 
first time French public opinion re­ 
garding the Washington conference 
is beginning to crystalize. Hitherto, 
statesmen and the public have given 
lit tile attention to 
the 
conference, 
owing to the Franco-British differ­ 
ences over Upper Silesia. With that 
troublesome question 
side-tracked, 
the public is turning its 
attention 
toward Washington. 
The closer the project of the con­ 
ference is examined the more French 
officialdom is convinced of the world 
wide significance and importance— 
but it is regarded primarily as a 
question between the United States, 
England and Japan. 
There is a widespread impression 
that the question of 
disarmament 
in the con ference is subsidiary and 
depends upon some successful solu­ 
tion of the Pacific problem and was 
injected as “bait” ; that the big vi­ 
tal problem of tile conference is the 
future 
trend 
of 
Anglo-American 
relations, 
Japanese American rela­ 
tions, with the less important but 
equally interesting question o f fu ­ 
ture relations between England and 
France and Japan forming the third 
side of the triangle. 
Although she has wide financial 
and economic interests in the whole 
Far East and her colonies in Indo­ 
china, French statesmen 
recognize 
that Frances’ role in 
the 
Pacific 
question is considerably less impor­ 
tant than that of any of tile 
other 
three major powers. Therefor^ they 
foresee that she will lie in a posi­ 
tion to act with mediatory influence. 
An article by Jacques 
Bainville 
in La Liberte capably sums up the 
views of a certain section of French

politics and of diplomacy in a new 
and considerably widened 
domain.

pan. Thanks to these which envis­ 
aged the protection of 
India, 
the 
British possessions, and those 
of 
France were not 
menaced 
during 
the war. The Japanese alliance ren­ 
dered uncontestable services. N at­ 
urally, Japan demanded recompense 
and it was at the expense of Chi­ 
na”. 
Bainville ]>oints out that tile Uni­ 
ted States also rendered services in 
the war and is now demanding her 
payment.

ilna, Sept. 20, (B y M ail)— From 
W arsaw to -Yilna is a 
journey 
of 
twenty-seven hours, by a train that 
makes such poor speed that a good 
part of the time one could simply 
step off without waiting 
for 
the 
formality of stopping at the station. 
Witlh good service the tim e,could bt 
reduced to an overnight trip. 
But generally 
speaking there b 
no such thing as good railroad ser 
vice in Central Europe to-day. Op­ 
portunities are offered for start im 
on a journey— but who can guaran­ 
tee arrival, and whether it will 
be 
the same day, the next day or some 
other day in the future. 
At YI Ina w e were joined b y Dr. 
Herschel Walker, o f 
Philadelphia 
who is in charge o f the 
America I 
Relief Administration work in tin 
\ ilna district, who was to act 
a> 
guide through the devastated 
reg­ 
ion. This was a fortunate 
circum 
stance, as no 
other 
person is 
s< 
thoroughly informed on 
conditions 
and there was much to 
sec 
anc 
learn— for unquestionably Yilna b 
one of the most Interesting spots in 
Central Europe today. It is also tin 
place o f . most appalling destitution 
For nearly 
two years now 
Dr 
Walker has been keeping alive 
b\ 
American food more 
than 200,001 
little children, 
Hie 
feeding 
being 
accomplished in tile face o f almost 
insuperable difficulties, owing to a 
total lack of transportation and tilt 
fact that this section w as one o! 
the most fiercely— contested battle 
fronts and is today swept barren of 
all human habitations. Such o f the 
refugees as have wandered back an 
to be found in the cave-like under 
ground dug-outs. 
Hundreds 
upor 
hundreds have absolutely no means 
of subsistence. 
Along the road we passed man} 
of the refugees. It is the custom of 
the women to 
wander 
fa r 
away, 
where there is ground under culti­ 
vation, or to villages, where 
the} 
beg a little grain and small 
alms. 
They then return to their families 
until the food is exhausted 
when 
they once more go forth as beggars. 
The result of this practical men­ 
dicancy on the future lives o f 
til* 
children of those families is not di­ 
fficult to foretell. .Vs no villages re­ 
main in the whole battle area, it is 
almost impossible to reach the chil­ 
dren with aid, as there is no means 
o f transportation. 
We went by train from Yilna to 
a town fifty miles away, whence we 
traveled by automobile M 
Widsey, 
where we first encountered that far- 
famed 
German 
line 
of 
defence 
st retelling from the Baltic to 
t he 
Black Sea. It 
was 
at 
the 
]X)int 
where we went in that the 
Russian 
women’s Battalion o f death 
went 
to annihilation. 
AVe began our 
investigation 
at 
the extreme north-eastern jxiint of 
Poland where 
Latvia, Soviet B a s ­ 
sie and Poland meet. 
Standing sentinel at the outpost 
ot \\ idsey was a once huge and ve­ 
ry beautiful church— now a tumbled 
mass of masonry. Look in any di­ 
rection and you see nothing but de­ 
molished homes. 
Oil to 
the trench 
lines— not 
a 
field in cultivation, 
not 
a 
house. 
Nothing 
but 
unending -miles 
of 
barbed 
wire 
entanglements 
and 
earth scarred 
by 
gaping 
trench 
lines. 
But w ait— there is something else. 
Those mounds o f earth directly 
in 
front. “Tile old German dug-outs”, 
explained Dr. Walker. “Come 
and 
see”. 
A woman came from the doorway 
as we approached and in 
friendly 
fashion invited us to enter. B y the 
door sat her husband, at his 
shoe­ 
maker’s bench— only no one in 
all 
that sad district had 
money 
for 
shoes, and his tools lay idle. Barrer* 
wis it was, with dirty floor, the w o­ 
man nevertheless was plainly doing 
her best to keep the one-room shel­ 
ter elean— that is in comparison to 
the generality of peasant homes. No 
protest was made when we asked 
to he allowed to see the food 
sup­ 
ply; and the door of the single tiny 
cupboard was opened for our 
in­ 
se r tio n . 
Now on what do you suppose that 
family had subsisted for months— 
for the cupboard, as in 
fact 
the 
whole room, was bare o f food. Grass 
was what 
they 
lived 
on— father, 
mother and three children. 


There w as not even a stove 
to 
cook the grass. The motlier built a 
fire outside. There was one single 
bed. The 
other slept on the 
hard 
benches. 


Do you wonder that when the el­ 
dest girl, of fifteen, came into view 
the practiced eye o f tile physician 
needed but one look. 
Sour 
grass 
does 
not make healthy bodies for 


children. “She is far gone in tuber­ 
culosis”, said Dr. Walker. “We will 
get food here someway for the other- 
two children and may be 
able 
to 
save them, but nothing can be done 
for the girl”. 
Mercifully 
the 
parents 
did 
not 
comprehend. Some day soon the girl 
will die— perhaps 
Hie 
others 
as 
.veil, if food does not 
reach 
them 
juicklv, for already the little bod­ 
ies are swollen and 
distended 
by 
Hinge r. 
That scene was one of m any 
we 
-mw that morning. For that 
battle 
line extends 
for 
400 
miles-*—vast 
areas of twisted wire and terrible 
arfch wounds. Not during the 
en­ 
tire day’s journey 
did 
I 
see 
the 
-light est sign o f cultivation. 
Not li­ 
ng hut barbed wire and thousands 
of hungry, hopeless human beings. 
You ask why they remain in that 
frightful place. I put 
that question 
L> Dr. Walker. “Where would they 
go?” he asked, simply. 
The cities are overcrowded and 
hey are hungry there as well. Most 
O’ those who have 
returned 
are 
fresh from Russia. 
Polish 
people 
who were driven before the advanc­ 
ing army. T talked with two families 
who had come out 
of 
Russia two 
weeks previously. They told of bad 
fond conditions. They had 
almost 
nothing in the way of clothing and 
no furniture. The father o f one of 
tile families said he had sold every­ 
thing in order to buy the horse that 
had brought his family out. T saw 
his two cihldnen— one was dying. 
Dr. Walker arranged to feed the 
hildron and a s we left the group 


J since 1914, when the Germans took 
j it. It w as wrested from 
them by 
I the Bolshevists, who, in turn, were 


I driven out by the Poles. A 
second 
time the Bol sea vista conquered, and 
after an occupation, were succeed­ 
ed by the 
Lithuanians, 
who 
were 
driven out by the Polish 
insurgent, 
General Zelligowski. At the present 
time the Poles and Lithuanians are 
worrying over it like dogs ragging 
a hone. 
During 
the 
Bolshevist invasion, 
Dr. Walker w as the last o f the for­ 
eigners to leave, 
barely 
escaping 
capture. He 
had 
on 
hand 
vast 
stores of American food, which lie 
successfully evacuated 
keeping 
a 
jump ahead of the Bolos. The story 
of this American food 
evacuation 
is one of the most thrilling stories 
o f the coining of the B olos—hut not 
a scrap o f 
good 
American 
food 
was left to cheer them.

sion, as expressed in the law enac 
ted by the last 
legislature,

entire 
educational 
system of the State and report its 
findings and recommendations to the 
Governor not later than 
April 
I, 
1922. This report, the law specifies, 
shall be transm itted by the Govern­ 
or, together with 
such 
recommen­ 
dations as he may see fit to make, 
to the regular session of the gener­ 
al assembly of 1923. 
Prof. Curry states that the gov­ 
ernment statistics, by which India­ 
na is listed 17th, do not reflect upon 
the State’s educational system. Ten

figures,

which pertain to school attendance 
and five to finances.

o f stalking 
death, a land ravaged by war and 
pestilence, where famine’s ghastly 
specter walks band in- hand with 
cholera’s 
blighting 
scourge— has 
come an Indiana man who has seen 
with his own eves the grim horrors 
of stricken Armenia. 
Dr. C larence D. Koyse of the Nor­ 
thwest Indiana Methodist Conference 
for many years a well-known pastor 
of the state, is home from the Bible 
lands where he went as a member of 
a commission, to see it the picture 
of woe and distress of the oldest 
Christian nation on earth is as vivid 
and black as drawn bv those who 
have preceded him into that unhappy 
country. 
“No situation can be worse 
than 
that of Armenia and I doubt if dis­ 
t r e s s can be found anywhere else in 
the world to equal it," Dr. Royse 
says. I have seen so much horror 
that the awful recollection of it de­ 
stroys all pleasure of the trip." 
It is the children, the helpless lit­ 
tle ones whose parents have suffered 
because of their Christian faith, who 
are in direst need, according to Dr. 
Royse. 
He saw them sink down in 
the street and die. Cholera and s ta r­ 
vation bring ten to fifty deaths in the 
streets alone every day in Erivan 
and Alexamlropol. “ The spectacle of 
a woman or child crumpling down to 
death h a rd ly excites comment it is so 
common," says Dr. Royse. 
“ Dead 
wagons make regular trips, pick up 
the bodies, and in trenches they are 
buried without coffin or funeral— fre* 
(lucidly without clothing. 
There is 
practically no food save the bread 
that America sends. For seven years 
Armenia, because of wars, lias had 
no crops. 
If every meat animal in 
the land was slaughtered the

days. The country faces the coining 
winter with less chance to survive 
than at any period in history. 
Dr. Royse tells of a visit to the 
scene of one awful massacre of Ar­ 
menians, the facts of which have.not 
yet I ie en given to the world.

Irish 
movement is a complex mass of am ­ 
bitions, desires and needs. The only 
persons who understand it to their 
own satisfaction are those who are 
so vitally interested and have their 
eyes so glued to the goal that they 
can not see what is pushing them. 
Some say the issue is clear— that 
it is a m atter of driving out of the 
country the invading English. 


Many Englishmen and many Ame­ 
ricans say the issue is religious that 
in the south the Catholics combine 
against the Protestants, and that in 
l i s t e r 
the 
Protestants 
'combine 
against the Catholics. 
Some say the issue is economic— 
that 
Ireland wishes to have more 
control over her trade than she has 
at 
present and more opportunities 
of developing her industries to sup­ 
port the population that she is c a ­ 
pable of supporting. 
Some say it is purely political— 
that Ireland abhors the humiliation 
of having her laws made by a body 
in which she can have only asinall 
representation. 
Some will say that the movement 
is nationalistic— th at Ireland 
feels 
the surge of national consciousness 
and wants to he free to foster it. 
Some, Anally, will say 
th at 
the 
movement is a labor one— that it is 
Ireland’s participation in the social­ 
istic and other movements 
th at are 
taking place in different 
forms iii 
other countries. 
Actually, it is 
no one of these, 
least of all religious. It is 
like 
a 
chameleon on a grandm other quilt. 
Certainly, it has the 
aspect, 
of 
driving out the invader. The 
Eng­ 
lish got their hold on Ireland just 
as they got their hold on 
Britain. 
They were asked to take a hand in 
a local dispute, and, like the pro­ 
verbial camel, when they get their 
nose in, they ju st squatted all over 
the lot. But that was 
some seven 
hundred years ago. 
The movement has been religious, 
but outgrown it. Two members 
of 
the 
present 
cabinet 
and 
a 
fair 
sprinkling of members o f the Bail 
Firearm are not Catholics. The con 
stitution of Sinn Fein says: “Mem­ 
bership shall he open to all adults 
of Irish birth or parentage irrespec­ 
tive of sex, class or creed, who a c ­ 
cept Fie constitution 
of Simi Fein 
save that no member of the British 
arm ed forces, nor pensioner thereof 
nor any persons who has taken tile 
oath of allegiance to the British go­ 
vernment shall he eligible 
so long 
a s 'he retains the office 
or position 
involving that oath’’. 
The movement today is probably 
dominantly 
economic). But the era 
is industrial and economic 
and 
it 
seems likely that the Irish movement 
has taken on th at aspect because of 
the era 
and does not 
arise 
from 
economic motives. Due Irish leader 
w rote: “The Irish have shown 
by 
three hopeless rebellions 
an 
every 
century how loathsome to them 
is 
the character which British states­ 
men would mould 
them". 
So 
the 
movement cannot he 
said 
to 
he 
purely economic. Yet it ha% that a s ­ 
pect, One hears th a t Ireland needs 
lower tariffs than 
England collects 
because her workmen receive usual­ 
ly half the p ay of an English work­ 
man. One hears th a t Irish 
foreign 
trade is 
undeveloped because E ng­ 
land puts obstacles in the way 
of 
ships visiting the harbors.The move­ 
ment has a very definite 
eocnomic 
side. 
The movement has a political a s ­ 
pect, but it is not only political. I r ­ 
ishmen are too well konwn in Amer­ 
ica for it to he necessary to point 
out their political nature. They ob­ 
ject 
to 
have 
their laws made a t 
Westminster. They believe th at P a r ­ 
liament 
considers 
chiefly English 
interests, and De Y alera has said: 
“An Irish right can never give way 
to an English interest". 
The 
nationalist 
aspiration 
has 
probably been 
largely 
responsible 
for keeping the movement alive for 
so long. The Irish point 
out 
that 
their civilization is one of the old­ 
est in the world. 
The surge of this 
national feeling is like a slow pulse, 
rising now and 
again, 
to win tile 
freedom of expressing 
the 
Gaelic 
civilization unhampered by the im-
